I  am  writing  on  behalf  of  the  Australian  Library  and  Information  Association  (ALIA)  to  confirm 
our  invitation  to  you  to  participate  in  Electronic  scholarly  communication:  The  library  response,  in 
Sydney  on  17  April  1993.  This  one  day  conference  will  draw  on  the  international  speakers  from  the 
DEET  sponsored  event,  Changes  in  scholarly  communication:  Australia  and  the  electronic  library, 
to  be  held  in  Canberra  from  14  to  16  April,  1993,  which  I  understand  you  are  attending.

It  is  difficult  to  fully  predict  the  content  of  the  paper  you  are  presenting  in  Canberra  simply  from  the 
session  title,  so  I  guess  I  should  say  that  we  are  hoping  you  will  look  at  the  impact  on  information 
access  and  delivery  and  the  effect  on  user  communities,  rather  than  a  pure  description  of  the 
technologies,  You  may  wish  to  talk  about  this  further  -  please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  me... 

The  venue  for  the  conference  will  be  Parliament  House,  Macquarie  Street,  Sydney.  The  pre- 
cbnference  dinner  on  the  Friday  night  will  also  be  staged  at  Parliament  House  and  is  sponsored  by 
The  Hon.  Kevin  Rozolli,  Speaker  in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  NSW  Parliament.
